that each consolidate group would b»>

strength, • said the brief Mr. Bryan 
filed. Such arrangement would make

yielding consistently a. fair return. 


"Certainly," the commission argu-

The statement of Magnus Swenson 


of Madison, »var time food adminis- 


" trator for Wisconsin and assistant to 


Herbert Hoover in the German relief 
work, is cumulative evidence, if evi-

RELIGIOUS TOLERANCE 


One of the finest and most effective 


addresses yet delivered in the cam* 
paign on religious tolerance 
was 


broadcast under Democratic auspices 
this week by Dr. Henry Van Dyke of 
Princeton university. It was a clear, 
temperate, masterly handling of the 
subject, in which a protestant paid a 
just tribute to, American Catholics. 
They are, said Dr. Van Dyke, as loyal 
as any citizens to the institutions of the 
country and to its government. They 
have given of their lives and service in 
every war with patriotism excelled by 
none.

'every field, political and social, with 
undivided fidelity to its interests and 
welfare, and with honor and distinc- 
tion.

Dyke read the oath of the Knights of 
Columbus and it would be impossible 
to conceive of an obligation to Amer- 
ican institutions and the nation more 
complete and noble. 


Every vote cast against Gov. -Alfred 


E. Smith in this campaign because he 
is a Catholic is a betrayal and perver- 
sion of the high privileges of Ameri- 
can citizenship. It is a gross wrong to 
our political system and government, 
it is a blow to the entire constitution 
as well as to religious liberty, it is a 
menace to our future and to the free- 
dom and integrity of our institutional 
life. Dr. Van Dyke's conclusion was 
that even if Gov. Smith were not so 
well qualified for the presidency as Mr.

medicine, ts not a cure. What/s the 
cause of anemia, and what can be 
done. . . .

Answer — Many 
poisons 
may 


cause anemia — poisons to which 
the individual is exposed In occupa- 
tion, in living surroundings, in nos- 
trums consumed on the strength of 
fake testimonials and advertising, 
and poisons or toxins of various 
diseases. Say one indulges In a fav- 
orite "cold cure" or "neuritis" rem- 
edy, or a pick-me-up dispended at 
the- soda fountain; the coaltar de- 
rivative in the nostrum destroys red 
corpuscles and breaks down 
the 


hemoglobin (iron coloring matter) in 
the blood, Silly business for such 
a fool to ply his stomach with al- 
leged iron bearing foods or medi- 
cines. Like bailing a boat with a 
sieve. Except possibly in some pri. 
sons or other institutions, lack of 
Iron In food .is probably never the 
cause of anemia. 


Certified Milk 


I was using certified milk to gain 


weight, and you sent''me other di- 
rections for gaining weight. Is cer- 
tified milk as safe as any other 
grade of milk. If the cows are test- 
ed every six months? (M. C. G.) 


Answer —'- I cannot always spe- 


cify certified milk when I recom- 
mend fresh pure milk, but I say 
now that in my judgement certi- 
fied milk is the purest-and best of 
milk you can drink. Of course the 
herd is regularly tested for tuber- 
culosis and otherwise guarded, by 
qualified experts, In a 
certified 


dairy. Certified milk Is pure raw 
milk. It is regrettable that this pur- 
est grade of milk costs more or- 
dinary market milk, but even at the 
extra price it is sound economy to 
buy it. particularly for Infants and 
invalids, when it isavailable.

- 


MYSTERY' 


A fanfare of trumpets preceded 


the publication of "Hill Country." by 
Ramsey Benson. It won a 
$7,500 


prize, followed by publication In a 
high grade magazine, then appeared 
In book form. Big advertisements 
were printed about it and as a re- 
sult of all this the book went into 
its second edition before publication 
date. 


The why of all this is an absolute 


mystery to me. As a work of art 
the book is. in my opinion, wholly 
negligible. The only reason why it 
could have won a $7,500 prize, in my 
opinion, is that the other books in 
the contest were still poorer. That 
not Infrequently happens in a novel 
contest and Ida Tarbell, who was 
once a Judge in such "an affair, re- 
plied to a critic of her choice, "But 
you should have read 
the 
other 


novels." 


Granted then that the prize may 


have been worthily besfowed, speak- 
ing In a comparative way, It follows 
that the book was published in the 
magazine as a. matter of course. The 
magazine and a publishing company 
put on the contest Jointly and they 
were committed to publication in ad- 
vance of the Judges' decision. It is 
also understandable that all this 
free advertising should give the book 


factitious 
vogue 
which would 


make it sell big, and it is natural 
that the publishers and the maga- 
zine should call it a 
masterpiece: 


they had big money invested In the 
novel and it was up to them to cash 
n on their investment. 


But it-is not necessary for anyone 


else to take all these trumpet blasts 
seriously. As a novel the book is 
mediocre and no amount of adver- 
tising can make Jt anything else. 


"Hill Country" has an extremely 


good title. The "hill" does not refer 
:o geographical hills but to James .] 
Hill, the 
railroad builder of t 


northwest. That captain of industry 
appears in the story by implication, 
never directly. He Is the" shadow be- 
hind the lives of most of the char- 
acters in the book, but a 
portrait 


never emerges. Probably the author 
ntended a portrait of Hill by pre- 
senting the lives of the people Hill 
made possible, 
but he never suc- 


ceeds. The reader gets no better pic- 
ture of Hill than 
he would from 


reading a.batch of more or less un- 
related and 
often 
contradictory 


newspaper clippings relating to him. 
- That is the great fault of the book 
—lack"7>f portraiture. The characters 
simply do not emerge. It is as if the 
author had collected a fat notebook 
lull of anecdotes about his charac- 
ters and had pasted them together, 
never fusing them into living 
art. 


Moreover he1 has written his stuff 
n a 
Journalese 
that makes the 


whole thing cheap and tawdry. He 
writes like a self-conscious reporter 
who feels it necessary to be bright 
and colloquial. A-character Is for in- 
stance never "pleased;" he is always 
'tickled." That Is one 
illustration 


out of a thousand. 
That kind of 


hing may pass In the , informal 
writing of a secondrate reporter but 
n a novel it rasps the nerves of 
anyone who has 
any feeling for 


words. 


The book opens with a picture of 


he clash of two civilizations on the 
Minnesota prairies, that of 
the 


Tankees and of the Swedes. There 
s a splendid theme there, but before 
ong It evaporates. The story also 
starts as another one of those 
'Growth of the Soil" books that 
lave flooded the market the past 
'ew years. I kept thinking: "pretty 
soon that grasshopper pest will have 
o appear and eat all the immi- 
grants' wheat; no one ever 
over- 


ooks the grasshoppers." Neither did 
Jenson. They came as a matter of 
course, but unimpressively, merely 
Because it has become a convention. 
Toward the end of the novel trails 


iff into the story of a Swede who is 
elected to the legislature. His unim- 
pressive political career is given in 
detail. But the whole thing remains 
lead. There is a great deal, of raw 
material but It never becomes a real ,• 
novel.

Won by Ballyhoo

weirdest,

tory was the log cabin-hard elder 
battle of 1840 which ballyhooed Pres- 
Iden Martin Van Buren out of office 
and installed "Tippecanoe and Tyler, 
too." 


The victorious Whigs were purely 


an opposition party, -with no issues, 
no logic, no program and not much 
of a candidate. The Democrats had 
been in power 40 years. Van Buren 
had boon weakened by the panic of 
1837, 
which he inherited from Jack- 


son and the bank fight, but was 
stronger than ever with his party. 


But the "Whigs'waged a campaign 


of "Noise, Numbers and Nonsense," 
and hordes of new voters were at- 
tracted. 


But the year is also notable for 


the successful 
political maneuvers 


which beat Henry Clay out of the 
Whig nomination and 
established 


the doctrine 
of availability which 


has since barred many great men 
from the presidency 
in favor of 


comparative mediocrities. 


"RATHER BE RIGHT" 


The Whig convention met in a 


Lutheran 
church at 
Harrisburg, 


Pa., resolved on harmony. Clayhad 
said he would "rather be right than 
president," 
though 
few believed 


him. 
He was a distinct majority 


choice at the outset; he had con- 
tinued to lead his party in Congress 
kand nationally. 


Thurlow Weed of New York had 


come determined . to defeat him. 
New York and 
Pennsylvania dele- 


gates were preaching that 
Clay 


couldn't carry their states. 


The anti-Clay groups arranged a 


series of private 
informal ballots, 


introducing the unit rule into them. 
Clay led on the first ballot, but 
after three days Harrison had been 
maneuvered into a majority. 


LETTER PLOT 


Clay lost because he was a Free- 


mason. It was believed that the 
anti-Masonic element 
would knife 


him in New York and Pennsylvania. 
Thaddeus Stevens of Pennsylvania, 
violent anti-Mason, had plotted with 
Weed. Stevens had obtained a pri- 
vate letter in which Scott stupidly 
had- tried to conciliate a northern 
anti-slavery politician. Visiting the 
Virginia delegation's headquarters, 
Stevens dropped the letter on the 
floor "accidentally" and left. The 
Virginians picked it up, read It and 
deserted Scott for Harrison. Harri- 
son promised to reward, Stevens 
with a cabinet job, but 
Stevens 
never got 1L 


With the nomination of Harrison 


and Tyler of Virginia, the Whigs 
began their great orgy of ballyhoo. 


Harrison and Tyler 


canoe and Tyler, too."

They had 
no platform and 
they 


dared not oppose the Democratic 


doctrine of 
non-Interference with 


slavery, but they sang, shouted and 
paraded to victory. 


Monster parades were held every- 


where. Sojne fool In congress had 
sneered at Harrison's birth in a log 
cabin and the cabin with barreled 
hard cider, 
the general's favorite 


drink, 
became campaign symbols. 


Brass bands led long processions of 
cabins, coonskins, 
cider 
kegs, 


brooms (to sweep clean), and every- 
thing that might be Identified with 
"Old Tip," hero of the Battle of 
Tippecanoe against the Indians. 


ACRES OF CROWDS 


Crowds at great Whig mass meet- 


Ings were actually measured by the 
acre. Everyone made stump speech- 
es, even Harrison. Congressmen sent 
bales of pro and anti-Harrison lit- 
erature into 
the states. 
Horace 


Greeley established the weekly "Log 
Cabin." 
When Postmaster General 


Amos Kendall, head of Jackson's old 
Kitchen Cabinet, resigned to write 
for Van Buren, Whig mobs sang 
obscene campaign songs before his 
door and fired off cannon to frigh- 
ten hi. wife and children. The mobs 
adopted a hundred Whig slogans. 


The Democrats renominated Van 


Buren unanimously. 
They adopted 


a platform denouncing abilitionists 
and endorsing the constitution, Tho- 
mas Jefferson, equal rights (for men) 
and economy. The only hitch came 
when Vice President Johnson failed 
to get a two-thirds majority, where- 
upon the convention refrained from 
nominating, anyone for vice presi- 
dent and left It to the states to pick 
their -wi In November. 


The party in power had laughed 


at all the antics of the Whigs, call 
ing them "animal shows." But fi 
nally they worried. Whig orators

were appealing to th» maaaea by 
comparing lo* cabin far* with Van 
Buren's sumptuous «tylo of living. 
They ridiculed "Llttl* Van" aa a 
"swwt little fellow" and a "weasel." 


The Democrat* hurled "imbecile" 


and "old woman" at the aged Harrl. 
son and "abolitionist" when 
they 


heard he had once said the people 
h. d a right to petition congress on 
slavery. 


"FABULOUS FUNDS" 


Who paid for all the noise and 


decorations? W«ll, there were no In- 
vestigations. Senator Benton of Mis- 
souri wrote years later that: "The 
influence of the money power was 
enormous and exerted to the utmost, 
and In amounts of money almost 
fabulous and in ways undreamed of." 
Benton charged fraud In the elec- 
tion. 


The noise Increased through sum- 


mer and fall and the nation passed 
from hysteria Into delirium. 
Even 


Clay supported the Whig ticket, al- 
though Harrison's nomination had 
thrown him 
Into drunken 
rage. 


Stamping the floor, he had said: "My 
friends are not worth powder and 
shot to kill them." 


Clay had foreseen the Whig vic- 


tory—Harrison's plurality was 145,- 
000, thus: 


Popular Electoral 


Harrison 
1,375.000 
234 


Van Buren 
1,129.000 
60 


Vr 
Buren's defeat was terrific, 


especially In the electoral college but 
ho had 364,000 more votes than he 
had against Harrison in 1836 and 
more than any candidate up to that 
time. Ballyhoo, corruption or both 
had boosted the popular vote 40 per 
cent In four years! 


The significant new Abolitionist or 


Liberty party, 
having nominated 


James G. Burney of New York, poll- 
ed 7,000 votes. 


Thousands of Whigs poured into 


Washington for 
the Inauguration, 


many of them after Jobs. Harrison, 
refusing a carriage, rode down Penn- 
sylvania avenue on a white charger 
All the log cabins and coonskins and 
cider kegs were brought on for the 
jamboree. 
The 
inaugural 
parade 


marched up and down the avenue for 
two hours before depositing Harri- 
son in the White House. 


After that, the jobhunters began 


to pour Into the White House and a 
month later Harrison had died in the 
rush.

SEEK TO VANQUISH 


NOISE IN ENGINES 


Believe Passenger Business 


Won't Be Success Until 
Noise Is Eliminated 


London —W) 
Aeronautical en- 


gineers the world over are work- 
Ing long hours day and night to 
solve one of the greatest problems 
«f commercial aviation —noise. 
: The carrying of passengers by 
air, they believe, will never be a 
complete success until the 
Inces- 
sant throbbing and pounding of the 
great motors Is eliminated. 


Engineers are orly beginning to 


• approach a solution of the problem. 
Their difficulty consists In negativ- 
ing the discomfort to passengers of 
traveling In close proximity to two 
or three engines aggregating from 
600 horsepower to 1,300 horsepow- 
er roaring away at the rate of from 
4,000 to 5,000 explosions a minute. 
These engines, moreover, are rigld.- 
ly -connected to the fusilage^ of the 
airplane by materials which ore 
highly sound-conducting. The stay- 
wires, wings and cabin walls are of 
good resonant material. The cabin 
itself reverberates and becomes a 
sound box. All these points create 
considerable difficulty. 


"With regard to the engines, If the 


frequencies of the motor exhausts 
are not exactly alike, beats result 
-which Impinge unpleasantly upon 
the passengers* ears. The propeller 
Itself Is a. considerable source of 
noise and its own peculiar sound, 
like that of the motor exhaust, Is 
rich in harmonics, actually produc 
ing a complete series. Substitution 
of metal for -wooden propellers has 
eliminated some noise because wood- 
en screws 
were 
more subject 


to slight bending known as flexur- 
al vibration. 


One of the first means 
experts 


are employing to lessen noise is to 
change the construction of the cab- 
ins. It is most important to make 
the. walls of the cabin nonflexible, 
BO that they cannot vibrate; .Some 
cabins are now being lined with bal- 
sam wool and the floors are being 
covered with carpets. 
The Imperial Airways company, 


which operates a service between 
London and the continent, provides 
its passengers with a cotton wool 
plug for their ears which has been 
found quite ecective in absorbing 
sounds of high frequency.

Farmers of Importance of 
Clean Milk

Bear Creek—Fifty milk producers 


and dealers and cheese makers at- 
tended a conference here Wednesday 
Bight The meeting was one of a 
series being held at central points 
in Outagamlc-co and the keynote of 
the meeting was more cooperation 
between the producers of milk, deal- 
era and the public health boards of 
cities, to the end that the consumer 
be supplied with wholesome product 
and that milk consumption be In- 
creased. 


Principal speakers were R. A. 


Amundson, county agent, B. L. Tho- 


- mas, representing the Chicago board 


of health, and B. E. Billlngton, rep- 
resenting the National Cheese Pro- 
' ducers' Federation. 


In his talk Mr. Amundson sug- 


gested that dairymen present adopt 
the practice of the "Womens* Home 
Economic groups' In the county in 
so far as holding neighborhood meet- 
Ings for the discussion of subjects 
Introduced and cleared up in gen- 
eral meetings. 
Mr. Billington said that dairymen 


were engaged in a business In which 
there was no danger of over produc- 
tion. Imports of dairy products in- 
to the United States are as great 
each year as the exports. The but 
ter consumption of the people of the 
United States is one pound a week 
for a family of five, he said. The 
cheese consumption is one pound 
In eight days for a family of eight. 
The milk consumption Is equal to 
one pint of milk dally for ea;h per- 
son. While there is no danger of 
over production there is a chance for 
Increasing consumption. 


The price of fluid milk in Wiscon- 


sin Is based on the price of cheese. 
When the price of cheese moves up 
or down the price of milk follows. 
In Minnesota the price of milk is 
based on the price of butter. 


The National Cheese Producers* 


Federation is now marketing 35.000,- 
000 pounds of cheese annually. If it 
were marketing 300,000,000 
pounds 


annually, It would have a voice in 
stabilizing the price of dairy pro- 
ducts. 
Mr. Bill gton urged the co-opera- 


tive marketing of dairy products. 


Mr. Thomas said no producer of 


milk can long escape the require- 
ments of the Chicago board of health 
•whether his product goes into cheese, 
butter, cream or is sold as fluid milk 
for city consumption. The consum- 
ing public demands wholesome dairy 
products, he said. 


Milk that is harmless to children

ens. 


The Chicago board of health does 


Hot deal in milk but it spends great 
amounts of money annually in ad- 
vertising to Increase the consump- 
tion of milk, and make rules for 
the production and delivery of pure 
milk, Mr. Thomas said. 


When a local dealer decides to sell 


milk in Chicago, his first step is 
to obtain a permit from the Chicago 
board ol heaJth. When he applies 
for the permit, the dealer assures 
the board of health that his custom- 
ers and his plant are willing to co- 
operate with the board of health in 
the production of 
wholesome milk. 


The board in response to this as- 
surance sends out two classes of in- 
spectors, one to assist the dealer in 
his plant and the other to assist his 
patrons. 


These inspectors never 
visit the 


plant or farmer, not as enemies and 
fault-finders, but as friends, who are 
posted In milk production and the re- 
quirements of the Chicago board of 
health. 


If a dealer refuse assistance of- 


fered his permit is revoked and if a 
producer does not co-operate with 
the inspector his milk Is refused. 


Chicago Is now drawing its daily 


milk supply from 35,000 herds accord 
ing to Mr. Thomas, some of them 400 
miles distant but the greater pro 
. portion of them In Wisconsin.

DISEASESYMPTOMS 


School Nurse Says Extraor- 


dinary Care Should Be 
Taken This Time of Year 


"Although thcro are vory few 


children out of school 
with colds, 


and none at all with contagious 
diseases, we nevertheless continue 
to urgo parents to be on the lookout 
for symptoms which may endanger 
their own or their neighbors' chil- 
dren." eaid Miss JIary Orbison, pub- 
lic school nurse, Thursday. 
"The 


following article, released 
by the 


United States public health service, 
and brought to our attention by a 
local doctor, is a thorough presen- 
tation of means by which mothers 
can help prevent the spread of con- 
tagion in the schools." 


"Every conscientious parent, in 


determining the question of whether 
a child should go to school on some 
particular day when it does not feel 
quite normal is guided by two gen- 
eral principles: the interest of the 
child, and the interests of the- neigh- 
bors' children. 


"There are certain symptoms, any 


one of which, 
if present, should 


automatically decide the question. 
These are fever, sore throat, diar- 
rhea, severe abdominal pain, ear- 
ache, discharging ears, discharging 
sore eyes, paroxysmal 
cough, es- 


pecially if coughing spells are fol- 
lowed by vomiting and always if 
followed by whoop; severe 
colds, 


even when no fever Is present: and 
the presence of an 'eruption not due 
to scratches, hard soaps or some 
other simple condition. 


CAX'T STUDY IF ILL 


"ls"o child can study to advantage 


if 111 enough to 
have fever, sore 


throat, severe cough, or any of the 
other symptoms mentioned above. 
Under such conditions attendance at 
school may be a positive danger to 
the child itself and If the sympton 
is the manifestation of a beginning 
contagious disease, there is danger 
that the child may give the disease 
to some of his playmates before it is 
recognized. It is quite obvious that 
unless a particular eruption is known 
not to be contagious, the child ought 
not to go to school. Children with 
discharging ears should be under 
the canstant care of a. physician un- 
til the condition is relieved, as a 
discharging ear may often be asso- 
ciated with a contagious 
disease, 


particularly scarlet fever. 


"A parent should learn to take the 


temperature and should possess a 
reliable clinical thermomter. 
The 


method of taking the temperature 
and of cleansing the thermometer 
to prevent carrying the infection to 
others, may best be learned from the 
family 
doctor or from a trained 


nurse. The mother should also learn 
to count the pulse. She is advised 
not to take it with the thumb, but

General Enoch H. Crowder strolled 
into the auditing office where Mack 
and 
his civilian colleagues 
were

up. They all stood. 


"Well," said the general with an

waistline. In this model the waist- 
ilne purposely was somewhat ex- 
aggerated: it was almost 
normal 


and consequently caused 
a great 


deal of surprise and comment. 


Today this very same model could 


be shown in my collectiwcuwlthout 
attracting more comment^'than any 
of the other dresses. ' SPKte-ln it- 
self is sufficient proof of the evolu- 
tion of fashions in the sphere of the 
waistline. 


.GRADUAL, TRANSITION 


This resumption of 
the normal 


waistline is a slow process, however.- 
If a comparison is made between my 
present collection and the fashions 


of_ three jyears ago, although one has 
a very definite impression of a high- 
er waistline, it would be diffcult to 
say of any model that it typifies this 
change. 


The question 
of changing 
the 


waistline 
-was one fraught 
with 


many difficulties for 
the couturier. 


Women offered a certain amount of 
resistence to the idea. Today it is 
practically an accomplished 
fart, 


but only because this change was ef- 
fected through the seasons in an al- 
most unconsciously progressive way. 
Another reason is that a very great 
diversity of means "Was employed, 
so that little by little women's eyes' 
became accustomed to 
a waistline 


which was not placed just some- 
where above the knee. 


In any instance, a waistline can 


be a very elusive thing and can 
give the impression of being near- 
ly normal without Its being 
so in 


reality. This illusion Is secured with 


the help of various effects. The more 
usual pretext takes the form of Sdme 
sort of belt. In certain 
instances 


this belt is nothing more than super- 
position of material, not very mark- 
ed, but giving the required effect. 
Again, when the top of a gown Is 
trimmed either by a work 
of in- 


crustations, stitchings, 
tucks 
or 


frills, these various trimmings are 
made to finish a little lower than 
the socalled normal waisttine. 


Another effect I have used In my 


winter models is that of a belt placed 
at th^f same height as on my sum- 
mer models, but raised in the back 
or front. 


I believe, however, that the time 


has not yet c-cme to launch dresses 
with a determined and normal waist- 
line. My theory is that one cannot 
impose a brusque change on women, 
unless they can be taken completely 
by surprise.
